The circumstances indicate that 
either the gun burst or that a cordite 
charge ignited in loading the gun or 
withdrawing the charge, a burst of

| the cordite is possible, After firing, 
the bore is cleared by a blast of com- 
pressed air, If the vessel is steaming 
against the wind this blast may be 
too weak to perform tts function and 
will permit a flame to be blown back 
into the gun house, where it may 
come in contact with the cordite for 
the next charge and cause an ex- 
plosion 
There is third possibility. The 
gun powder used for igniting the 
charge is contained in a suk bag tnd 
is set off by an electric spark piiso- 
ing through the break block. If the 
gunpowder is damp it may not ignite, 
but only smoulder and fall to set off 
cordite. After a time it becomes 
necessary to open the breach to re- 
move the smouldering bag. It is pos- 
| sible that a fresh supply of oxygen 
would be sufficient in such a@ case to 
cause the silk bag to burst into flame 
igniting the cordite charge while the 
breach was open.

THE CLOUDS THIN OUT 


The foreign minister of the Chinese 
government says no third party mediation 
will be necessary, and that China and Rus- 
sia will proceed to negotiate their dispute 
directly. From which it is to be gathered 
that China feels itself competent to se- 
cure a satisfactory bargain from Russia 
without outside help or protection, despite 
the standing menace of ‘the finest stand- 
ing army in Europe”. 

Moscow apparently has been seized 
with some belated misgivings that China 
might also be able to take care of itself in 
a military way, since the Soviet halted the 
army when it had set the stage for an on- 
slaught on Manchuria. Perhaps Stalin, 
who seems to have stepped out of the lime- 
light at the critical juncture, suddenly re- 
membered what happened to Napoleon 
when he wandered too far from home 
Asia is a big continent, and Gordon told 
the world fifty years ago that it must not 
under-rate the Chinese as fighters. The 
eastern war clouds have not dispersed, but 
they are thinning out. ’ 


A TARIFF FOR DEFENCE 


Hon, Hugh Guthrie urges united, non- 


partisan action on the part of Canadians | 


in handling the tariff in a way to meet the 
situation created by the upward revision 
of the United States tariff. Mr. Guthrie 
is an opposition member of the commons. 
The same course has been suggested by 
newspapers which support the Govern- 
ment.

PROVINCIAL PLAYGROUNDS 


Provincial parks are to be established 
at Gull Lake and on the Ghost river. This 
is the beginning of a program which in- 
volves the creation of suitable public play- 
grounds at many points throughout the 
province. These will be beautified and 
devoted to the use of the public for bath- 
ing, camping, picnicking, and _ other 
amusements and gatherings. Alberta, it 
is said, is leading the other provinces in 
this development. That the policy will 
have general approval is hardly to be 
doubted. And it is well that is is under- 
taken at a relatively early stage, when 
land is still available at reasonable cost in 
almost all sections. 

Thanks largely to the long winters, Al- 
bertans like to live outdoors in summer. 
The motor car has put a favorite camping 
or picnic ground within easy reach of resi- 
dents forty or fifty miles away. Estab- 
lished resorts are accordingly crowded on 
holidays and week-ends; and where the 
property surrounding a pretty Jake or bor- 
dering an attractive stream has all passed 
into private hands there is need that a site 
be secured and a public park created. It 
can be foreseen that there will be a lively 
demand from people in all parts of the 
province for the setting aside of these 
playgrounds, and that in a few years they 
will be numbered by scores.

But there is much to be said on the 
other side, The personality of the 
psychoanalyst measured along side of 
his consultant is a decisive factor, 
The symptoms that take the patient 
to the analyst or the clinic are but 
the minor half of the story; the major 
half ts the personality of the sufferer, 
An analyst adequate to meet relatively 
simple personalities may be quite in- 
competent in the presence of complex 
ones, So the vital decision is often not 
whether to go to an analyst or a 
friend, but to find the proper analyst 
as well as the proper friend. 

In the psychoanalyst’s favor is the 
fact that he can look at th situation 
objectively and 1 nthe light of simi- 
lar cases in his records; but it is as 
important to be sympathetic as ob- 
jective. But what the friend lacks and 
the competent analyst commands is a 
knowledge of the psychoneurotic 
symptoms that are always interwoven 
with the personal ones. 

The strain or the tragedy that pre- 
cipitates the breakdown may be an 
unfortunate love affair, but that per- 
sonal castastrophe operates upon a 
temperament that is well or ill pre- 
pared to meet it, The neural and 
mental symptoms may offer a help- 
ful clue to treatment. The patient may 
recover by his own efforts; he will be 
aided in recovery by sound advice 
suited to his make-up. The probiems 
are rarely personal only or psycho- 
neurotic only, hence the psychoan- 
alyst’s opportunity. The patient often 
has a somewhat distorted view of his 
situation; the objective attitude and 
technical approach, supported by con- 
fidence in professional advice, may 
be just what is needed 

Certainly it would be foolish to run 
around the corner to the nearest psy- 
choanalyst when we are in mental 
distress; but the varieties of malad- 
justment are so many and so com- 
plex that specialists in this fleld are 
as necessary a part of the modern 
world equipment for mental fitness as 
are specialists in transporiation or 
finance. The psychic traffic of the 
modern world demands a_ well-or- 
ganized force of officers, yet the av- 
erage intelligent man can and should 
look after himself,

Housekeepers wisely study kitch- 
en arrangements.
